other for lower duties aud auo ther for a 
general revisionary ch will shave off the 
inequalities of the present tariff sched­ 
ule, there is no wonder there is diffi laity 
in the ways sud means committee room. 
There is no public question to-day about 
which there are bo many .different opin­ 
ions as on tariff revision. Every interest 
wants protection, and higher protection 
than now, while there are some millions, 
not interested in producing, and don’t 
care for the producer who want free trade 
aud very low prices. This is the Mills 
dostrioe, which is democartic. 
It is not possible to harmonize the 
committee or congress on this question. 
A general protective schedule is neces­ 
sary for the country, but it does not 
seem cither necessary or prudent to in­ 
crease the tariff on manufactured wool­ 
ens. The United States has made mar­ 
velous strides in woolen manufactures, 
and these industries ere firmly on their 
feet so far bs a tariff can place them 
there, and this should be sufficient. 
Woolen goods are cheap iu price and 
good in quality, aud any further effort to 
increase the duties on this class of ar ti­ 
des w iii not decrease the price but rather 
benefit the manufacturers.

C h ic a g o , March 12.—Interest in tho 
fate of Rowland Leach, tho New York 
traveling man who disappeared so mys­ 
teriously a week ago last Sunday, is still 
at fever heat.

?, and his body thrown Into the river. 
Patrick Casey, who lives at OO Frank­ 
lin street, made some startling revela­ 
tions at the Central station yesterday 
morning.

When he returned Deputy 
Constable Von Bibbler, thinking the 
new force was to help get possession of 
the ship, hauled In the ladder to pre­ 
vent Hamilton from coming aboard. 
Hamilton threw a plank from the 
wharf to the rail, but as he was about 
midway of tho plank Von Bibber jorked 
it from its place and landed Hamilton in 
the water, injuring him so that ho is 
confined to his bed. 
Tho officers, think­ 
ing it was too warm for them aboard, 
took the ship’s compass, chronometer, 
and quadrant, and wont ashore. 
These 
articles, being British property, were 
seized by the customs officer, and tho 
constable was charged with smuggling. 
The British Consul at Port Townsend 
will investigate tho matter.
